“What hast thou in the house?” 2 
Kings 4:2. 

Years ago a poor widow about to have 
her children sold for debt was asked 
this question by a prophet of God. Let 
us consider what she had and let us 
learn a great truth thereby. 

Her house contained nothing save 
empty oil vessels. Hallelujah! Now oil 
is a symbol of the Holy Spirit. Vessels 
to contain oil ready and waiting. In the 
natural there were no hopes of their be- 
ing filled for she was poor. “Blessed are 
the poor in spirit for theirs is the king- 
dom of God.” Under God’s direction 
they were to be filled to capacity until 
the need was met. Praise His name. 

Dear reader, what is in thine house at 
this moment? Is there a thing that rep- 
resents sin? Have we made provisions for 
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the flesh to fulfill the lusts thereof? If 
so, let us dispense with it immediately. 
Is the “shelf behind the door” occupied 
or has it been torn down,—shelf and 
all? What foolish creatures we all are. 
Trying to hide things from the eyes of 
our fellow man, not considering that the 
eyes of Him with whom we have to do 
neither slumber nor sleep. 

Are we harboring and_ reading sex 
magazines which are so unclean as to 
contaminate the purest minds? Is the 
Word collecting dust while our hidden 
eyes are feasting upon impure pictures of 
the mind produced by ungodly readings? 
The writer knew such an one once who 
could scarcely wait for each appearance 
of a certain magazine. Before many years 
had passed one husband was not enough.

Ministers approved by God were never 
more greatly needed than today, minis- 
ters who study to obtain and _ retain 
God’s approval, good ministers whose 
lives are filled with and directed by the 
Holy Spirit, ministers who are real shep- 
herds, good pastors, and the true lead- 
ers of their people. 


Leaders — so much is being said 
throughout th e 
1 world today about 
- leaders, world lead- 
ers, dictators; in 
| fact, a lot of loose 
| thinking has been 
‘ done about leader- 
| ship. In the first 
1 place, leadership i: 
| not merely person- 
| ality. A pleasing 
personality is very 
valuable, but lead- 
ership worthy of 
the name leadership is founded on rugged 
and wholesome qualities of character 
that stand up under the critical scrutiny 
of men. Sunday school leaders, Y. P. E. 
leaders, pastors—these are our greatest 
leaders. A person cannot fool people 
with a pretense or a blustering sham. 
They can easily see through those things. 
A real leader must be sincere and fair- 
minded. He may be of the reserved type 
—self-conscious and serious-minded, but 
if he will always be sincere and fair with 
everyone, he can succeed. The race is not 
always to the swift. In the race of the 
hare and the tortoise, it was not the 
swift hare that won but the steady tor- 
toise. A man with a dominant personal- 
ity often runs the danger of depending 
too much on his personality, as the hare 
did on his speed; whereas the man with 
a personality partially hidden by an un- 
attractive shell of reserve and self-con- 
sciousness frequently realizes his handi- 
caps and plugs along patiently, develop- 
ing the best there is in him, as did the 
tortoise. Oftentimes he wins, not because 
of his personality, but in spite of it. 


A minister should study to be a good, 
sincere, and competent leader, for his 
people will admire and follow him if he 
is always able to do what he asks them 
to do as well as or better than they can 
do it. They will respect him for his abil- 
ity. Another thing, he must be willing 
to assume responsibilities that his peo- 
ple dare not assume or are unwilling to 
assume, be they pleasant or unpleasant. 
In doing so he demands respect for his 
moral courage. A leader must command 
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the respect of those whom he would lead 
if he is to win their loyal cooperation. If 
they love and admire him for his quali- 
ties, he will not have to use the “iron 
hand” for they will be glad to follow 
him. 

Real ability and moral courage are 
then the outstanding requirements for 
good leadership. These requirements are 
not acquired overnight but come as a re- 
sult of experience and training. One 
must constantly study and apply himself 
if he is to develop these qualities. 


Although real ability and moral cour- 
age are the outstanding qualities required 
for good leadership, there are many other 
qualities involved. The first of these is 
tact. Tact is “a quick or intuitive ap- 
preciation of what is fit, proper, or 
right; fine or ready mental discernment 
shown in saying or doing the proper 
thing, or especially in avoiding what 
would offend or disturb; skill or facility 
in dealing with men or emergencies.” Do 
you, as a minister, get along easily with 
people? Do you seem to be able to do or 
say the right thing at the right time? If 
you do, then you can be assured that you 
have tact. 


In order to develop tact the minister 
must train himself to look habitually at 
the point of view of others before speak- 
ing or acting. If he continues to do that, 
he will, in time, develop an appreciation 
of what is the fit, proper, and right thing 
to say and do under any circumstances. 
Therefore, let that minister that would 
aspire to be a real leader of his flock, 
strive to use tact and avoid troubles 
arising between him and his people. 
Much of the church troubles are be- 
tween the preachers and the members, 
and the minister finds that he is unable 
to handle the situation at all but must 
call the overseer to adjust matters. 
Shouldn’t the minister be able to handle 
a disagreement between two or more 
people so as to settle the difference sat- 
isfactorily and peaceably? 

The second great quality is called 
diplomacy, which is a close relative of 
tact. When we say diplomacy, we don’t 
mean a matter of oily phrases or smiles, 
but a matter of a clear vision of both 
sides of the problem or issue in question. 
Diplomacy is the ability to use enough 
tact to say or do the thing that will make 
others see themselves as you see them. 
The person who undertakes to settle dif- 
ferences on any other basis other than 
justice, only postpones troubles which 
will later recoil with a snap and result 
in very unsatisfactory situations. A pas- 


tor, the leader of his people, like a good 
diplomat, must see and feel honestly, 
justly, and sincerely the points of view 
of both the individuals involved and then 
be able to help them reach an under- 
standing and agreement satisfactory to 
all concerned. Too often time is not 
taken to understand thoroughly the 
whole situation before steps are taken 
that prove to be very hurtful. In some 
instances hearts are torn and continue to 
bleed for many years, when a diplomatic 
pastor, waiting to know the will of God, 
could have prevented the heartaches and 
established happy fellowship again. 

Then, the real leader must be able to 
get others to see the advantages and 
values of his ideas. He must be convinc- 
ing. The business man would ask of 
him, “Can you sell yourself?” If he can, 
he possesses the third important quality 
known as salesmanship, or the art of 
convincing others. Every man’s success 
in life is, to a certain extent, controlled 
by his ability to sell what he has to offer 
to the world, or in other words, to in- 
terest others in his services, his ideas, 
his opinions, his judgments, his decisions. 

Another requirement of a minister 
approved by God is that he have influ- 
ence with his fellow men. He is admon- 
ished not only to abstain from evil but 
from all appearances of evil. If he has 
the confidence of his fellow men, he is 
able to influence their ideas and then 
their lives for good. His is a great op- 
portunity, that of helping to mold the 
lives of others by his influence. 

The fifth quality of an efficient lead- 
er is self-control. He is patient and is 
able to keep calm and control his temper 
even under fiery circumstances. The only 
way one may expect to increase his con- 
trol of others is to increase his control 
of himself. A good way to build self- 
control is to form the habit of pausing 
every time you feel yourself slipping 
and look at yourself through the eyes of 
those who work with you. The adage 
“Think twice before you speak” is a good 
one for a minister or a worker, One can 
easily tear down in a few moments that 
which has required several years to build. 
Let the minister who would be a good 
leader study to be careful and develop 
self-control, and thus he will be enabled 
to control others. 

Another great quality of a good lead- 
er is enthusiasm, the stem of achievement. 
Can you stimulate and inspire other 
people? Have you enough optimism to 
inspire you to go ahead in spite of dis- 
couragements and reverses—not just like 
a gusher boiling over occasionally; but 
enthusiasm is an earnest and fervent 
feeling, ardent zeal for a person or cause. 
Notice that enthusiasm is earnestness 
and fervency. We can all learn to throw 
ourselves more whole-heartedly into the

Gone a Long IT is an established fact that racial and re- 
Way ligious intolerance are anti-Christian and that 
anti-Christianity, anti-Semetism and anti- 
Godism all go hand in hand with totalitarianism. One of the 
marks of dictatorship is that they are intolerant toward every 
group except their own. It is very sad and yet when we think 
of it it is true that the spirit of in- 
tolerance has so many times crept 
into the ranks of religious bodies. 
We think of the dark days when 
those who dared to differ with the 
state church were brought _ before 
the inquisition, were placed on the 
racks or burned at the stake. Even 
after America had been discovered 
and hundreds of people who had been 
persecuted in Europe fled to the 
new country for religious freedom, 
where they could worship God ac- 
cording to the dictates of their own 
consciences, outbursts of intolerance 
were common in the various colon- 
ies. Through the years of develop- 
ment of this our wonderful United 
States of America, there have been 
minority groups which have organ- 
ized and undertaken to force others into their way of belief. 
Among these perhaps no one can be remembered better than 
the Ku-Klux-Klan which sought to foment a religious hatred 
of the Catholics and Jews and make a racial discrimination 
that would set the colored race against the white and the white 
against the colored. But it seems that an overwhelming spirit 
of brotherhood and of racial and religious tolerance among the 
people in general has caused these minority groups to die out or 
has tied their hands so that they are scarcely known any more. 
Among various denominational groups there has been a 
spirit of hatred kindled against holiness and especially Pente- 
costal movements, but in the past few years very little has been 
said except for an occasional outburst from some egotistic 
critic who is critical of everything and everybody except him- 
self and his belief. But after all the past has been reviewed and 
especially a retrospective inspection made of the records of 
our country, it must be admitted that we have gone a long 
way in the establishment of a spirit of true brotherhood. 
The spirit of Christ was the spirit of brotherhood and rather 
than condemn even the Pharisees Jesus taught that our right- 
eousness should exceed that which they had. He contended for

a return to God of His own people, the Jews, then died for all, 
that He might tear down the middle wall of partition between 
Jew and Gentile and bring into a spirit of true brotherhood all 
races and nations under heaven. The spirit of Christianity is 
that spirit which knows no state, national or racial lines, but 
makes the religion of our Lord and Savior Jesus Christ an in- 
discriminate something which provides a tie of brotherhood for 


all mankind.

In the light of what the ordinary 
traveler sees on the highways; name- 
ly, whiskey signs, roadhouses and 
night clubs, these figures seem rath- 
er astounding, but it only goes to 
show what a minority can accomplish 
when the majority fail to work to- 
gether.

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Bombarding Sadducean Doctrine 


The gulf between Sadduceeism and 
Christianity was wide and deep. Sadducee- 
ism was only a DOCTRINE; Christiani- 
ty was more than that—it was a FAITH. 
That is why Sadduceeism is definitely 
dead today and Christianity is positively 
alive. Had ours been merely a philosophy, 
a theory or a doctrine, Paul could have 
buried the scrolls containing the teach- 
ings of Christ in Jewish archives and 
learned men thereafter could have stud- 
ied them along with other ethical codes, 
comparing them with valued manu- 
scripts revealing the belief of Socrates, 
Plato and Aristotle. But, thank God, 
Christianity prevails this moment; she 
rules and reigns and thrives and abides, 
all because Christianity is a FAITH. 


Of the palsied man and his kind 
friends who helped him to healing, it was 
not said that Jesus perceived that they 
had all arrived at the same and proper 
conclusion philosophically or doctrinally. 
The language is simple, but beautiful— 
“When Jesus saw their FAITH,” He 
struck blight and death to the cursed af- 
fliction annoying the man. 


The woman whose issue of blood gave 
her so many worries and doctor bills 
that she had no time to brush up on doc- 
trine, heard the Master’s words like ap- 
ples of gold in pictures of silver, for He 
said, ““ Daughter, thy FAITH hath made 
thee whole.” 


It was not said of Bartimaeus that be- 
ing blind he had plenty of time to think, 
and after dwelling on many theories he 
concluded that Christ’s doctrine was 
best. Again, the record is beautiful in its 
simplicity. Words fell from the lips of 
Jesus as sweet as honey, yet as powerful 
as dynamite—“Thy FAITH hath made 
thee whole.” Christianity met the blind 
man’s need; Sadduceeism would have 


failed him. 


What was Sadducean doctrine? 
Summed up, it amounted to a strict de- 
nial of most fundamentals other people 
believed in. According to members of 
the sect there were no angels, no spirits, 
no resurrection. Acts 23:8. Pharisees 
with all their faults believed in that 
much. Hence, they had more in common 
with Christ’s teachings than did the Sad- 
ducees. 


Paul, before the council in Acts 23, 
took advantage of this similarity and 
having noticed some of each sect pres- 
ent, declared himself a Pharisee, the son 
of a Pharisee, adding that “of the hope 
and resurrection of the dead I am called 
in question.” Dissension resulted and for 
once the Pharisees claimed Paul as their 
property. He was nearly pulled in pieces 
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as they yelled, “We find no evil in this 
man: but if a spirit or an angel hath 
spoken to him let us not fight against 
God.” 

That is why Paul was not disobedient 
to the heavenly vision. He believed in 
visions, appearances of angels, spirits, and 
a resurrection. When Christ spoke from 
heaven, He didn’t have to convince Paul 
of a resurrection to prove that it was 
He, Himself now alive. Fortunately, 
Paul was not a Sadducee and just as soon 
as he found out that the Christ was 
alive, he became His slave and worked 
fervently. 


He followed the course of previous 
apostles who had broken down Sadducee- 
ism to a great extent in the city of 
Jerusalem, and bombarded their doctrine 
both in written and spoken discourse. In 
his manuscript to the Corinthians (1 
Cor. 15) there was enough proof of the 
resurrection to set the remainder of those 
philosophers right if possible. The resur- 
rection is one of the few Christian doc- 
trines proved in Scripture. Most doctrines 
are merely stated and we may believe them 
or reject them, but Paul’s Pharisaic in- 
stincts wouldn’t let him pass that great 
subject by without solid proof. 


Throughout much of the book of Acts 
we have quite a Sadducean combat. In the 
Gospels, Christ was more often denounc- 
ing the Pharisees. In truth the Sadducees 
didn’t entirely wake up until after the 
resurrection of Christ. When they realized 
that the disciples were proving the resur- 
rection of the dead through Christ, their 
fury blazed up and we therefore have ac- 
counts of persecution. 

The Sadducees were the wealthy, 
priestly class who didn’t want their influ- 
ence broken, and when certain persons, 
began performing miracles through the 
NAME of one whom they claimed had 
been resurrected from the dead, it meant 
that the downfall of their strong fort in 
doctrine was just ahead. The Sadducees 
thus became very sad you see and even 
more than sad, for in Acts 4:2 we find 
them “grieved” that Peter and John 
preached through Jesus the resurrection 
from the dead. 

This was the occasion of the lame 
man’s healing and the sermon which fol- 
lowed in the temple. The Sadducees 
could stand it until Peter mentioned the 
fact that God had raised up His Son, 
Jesus. Acts 3:26. Then, immediately 
these enemies rushed upon Peter and his 
companions, leading them away captive 
for the night. But praise God, the “altar 
work” carried itself along and the num- 


ber of them which heard the Word and 
believed was about five thousand. It was 
the resurrection message that did the 
work. The bombardment was in progress. 
Saduceeism was beginning a death-strug- 
gle; Christianity was beginning an abun- 
dant life. 


The Sadducees concentrated their at- 
tack on the NAME of Jesus, for through 
the NAME miracles were performed— 
things which never could take place if 
Christ were not alive to back up His 
name. People had not been healed 
through the names of Abraham, Isaac, Ja- 
cob or Moses and all of these were rev- 
ered, but in the case of the name of Je- 
sus, thousands were being relieved of 
pains, afflictions and devils. Christ was 
alive; their revered ancestors were dead. 
For no good reason whatsoever, the dis- 
ciples were commanded to forget that 
name; but it was with them as.it is with 
us—’tis an impossibility to forget that 
precious name! 

In Acts 5:17 we find the Sadducees 
filled with “indignation.” And what was 
there to be indignant about? What made 
them indignant makes we want to weep 
and shout and praise and sing. The streets 
of Jerusalem were crowded, of course, but 
not with carnival-seekers, circus-goers 
or those in quest of other worldly rub- 
bish. The streets were crowded first with 
multitudes of sick people on their beds 
and couches, and next with weeping, 
shouting, rejoicing, healed people taking 
up their beds to make room for coming 
throngs. 

All of this, you see, would be too much 
for a Sadducee and that’s why on the 
described occasion the apostles were 
marched off to prison. But that night 
God sent the very thing the Sadducees 
didn’t believe in—an ANGEL, to set the 
captives free. The acts of God on every 
hand and the entire apostolic program 
were constantly bombarding Sadducean 
doctrine. How could that foe of the gos- 
pel continue? 

Poor, sad Sadducees! They still couldn’t 
grasp anything more than a doctrine. 
When they had recovered the prisoners 
whom the angel set free, the priest, a 
Sadducee, (Acts 5:17) reminded them 
of the command not to teach in _ this 
NAME, harshly adding “Behold ye have 
filled Jerusalem with your DOC- 
TRINE.” Acts 5:28. But friend, Jerusa- 
lem was filled with more than a doc- 
trine. That city, though it was the cen- 
ter of Sadduceeism, was filled with 
FAITH, with power, with good works, 
in fact, with God Himself and the liv- 
ing Holy Ghost. That’s why the lame

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Question: St. John 6:70 says, “Have 
not I chosen you twelve, and one of you 
is a devil?” Does that mean that Judas 
was a devil all the time? The best I have 
been able to understand, he became a 
devil after the sop given to him by Jesus 
at the supper.—H. E. W.

Answer: It does not seem that these 
words were spoken after Judas had re- 
ceived the sop, but it must be remem- 
bered that Christ knew all things and 
many of the things which He spake were 
prophetical. The 71st verse says, “He 
spake of Judas Iscariot the son of Si- 
mon: for he it was that should betray 
him, being one of the twelve.” In the 
12th chapter of St. John, and the 4th 
verse, we find this expression again, 
“which should betray him.” There are a 
great many people who believe that it 
was foreordained that Judas should be- 
tray Christ, that he could not keep from 
it, that God knew all things and He knew 
this would happen. It must be remem- 
bered that there is a difference in a thing 
happening because it was spoken and a 
thing being spoken because it would 
happen, thus we understand that things 
do not have to happen to fulfill prophecy 
but the prophets spoke as they were 
moved by the Holy Spirit and God, 
who through the Holy Spirit moved 
them, knew what would happen. It is 
true that God knew His Son would be 
betrayed and the prophets had prophesied 
to that effect. Though Jesus did say of 
Judas, “one of you is a devil,” He also 
on one occasion said to Peter, “Get thee 
behind me, Satan.” Jesus evidently knew 
that there was a lingering temptation 
continually tempting Judas to betray 
Him and this, of course, was a tempta- 
tion by the devil. 


But let us note in the first chapter of 
Acts what Peter had to say relative to 
Judas. Verses 15-17, “And in those days 
Peter stood up in the midst of the disci- 
ples, and said, (the number of names to- 
gether were about an hundred and twen- 
ty,) Men and brethren, this scripture 
must needs have been fulfilled, which the 
Holy Ghost by the mouth of David spake 
before concerning Judas, which was 
guide to them that took Jesus. For he was 
numbered with us, and had obtained part 
of this ministry.” The part of this min- 
istry which Judas had obtained was the 
ministry of healing the sick and the min- 
istry of casting out devils. Then again 
in verse 20, “For it is written in the 
book of Psalms, Let his habitation be 
desolate, and let no man dwell therein: 
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and his bishoprick let another take.” 
This shows that he was recognized as a 
bishop. If he had such an office, it must 
have been that God had given it to him. 
When two had been appointed and they 
were about to elect one to take the place 
of Judas, according to Verses 24 and 25, 
“And they prayed, and said, Thou, Lord, 
which knowest the hearts of all men, 
shew whether of these two thou hast 
chosen, that he may take part of this 
ministry and apostleship, from which 
Judas by transgression fell, that he 
might go to his own place.” This scrip- 
ture gives it very plainly that Judas fell 
and that he fell by transgression, and it 
would have been impossible for him 
to fall had he not been some place from 
which to fall. 


it must also be. remembered in sum- 
ming up John’s Gospel that it was the 
last of the four Gospels to be written, 
that John looked back over the terrible, 
rough road that His Master had trodden, 
finally to be betrayed by Judas Iscariot. 
In the writing of that book it is cer- 
tainly improbable that he could have 
given a good word for Judas. To him 
Judas was a thief because he had the 
bag, and possibly there was that linger- 
ing disposition continually tempting 
him. But because men fall does not show 
they were no place from which to fall, 
and because there are hypocrites does not 
show that there is not a genuine. The 
very fact that there are counterfeits 
proves that there is a genuine, and the 
fact that people backslide shows that 
they were some place before they back- 


slid. 


Question: Dear Editor, will you please 
explain in the Evangel what it means 
where it says, “For whosoever shall keep 
the whole law, and yet offend in one 
point, he is guilty of all”?—M. E. W. 


Answer: The scripture referred to is 
found in James 2:10 and it is perhaps 
more easily understood if one continues 
reading. “For he who said, Do not com- 
mit adultery, said also, Do not kill. Now 
if thou commit no adultery, yet if thou 
kill, thou art become a transgressor of 
the law.” The Jews in their day were 
sticklers for the law of Moses. As for the 
letter, they were very zealous about its 
observance. But even Jesus in talking to 
them said that they had left off many 
of the things concerning the law. There 
are those today who would teach people 
that they must be saved but after they 
have so taught they inform men that 
they will and must continue in sin, that 
it is impossible for one to live without it; 
but James taught, “He that sinneth is of 
the devil.” Since Christ’s commandments 
are based on right living, to live any 
other than a righteous life would break

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Chaos of Cults 
There are certain fundamentals of the 
faith of our Lord that are held by all 
evangelical churches, but through the 
years there are those cults which have 
been considered without foundation, 
many of which do not accept the Bible 
as the infallible Word of God. Spiritual- 
ism, Theosophy, Christian Science, Baha’- 
ism, Mormonism, Seventh-Day Advent- 
ism, Russellism, Buchmanism, and Mod- 
ern Unitarianism are among these. While 
it is commonly accepted that these dif- 
ferent religions are completely adverse to 
God’s Word, and undertake to set stand- 
ards and ethics of their own, placing 
them in the category of new orders, a 
great many of the clergy today do not 
know just why. They are not acquainted 
with the doctrines of these cults. But 
since these are prophesied of by the 
Apostle Paul in his writing to Timothy, 
2 Tim. 3:1-8 and 1 Tim. 4:1-6, it is very 
necessary that the child of God, and es- 
pecially the minister of the gospel, be 
well acquainted with them and with 
their doctrine. 

Did you know that William Miller, a 
farmer of Low Hampton, N. Y., was the 
founder of that which later became 
Seventh-Day Adventism? Did you know 
that in 1831 he predicted that Christ 
would return in 1843 and that after 
Christ failed to appear he went over his 
Biblical data once more and announced 
that he had figured wrongly, and that it 
was not in 1843 but 1844 and to be more 
specific, October 22 of that year, that 
Christ was to come? Did you know that 
Seventh-Day Adventism teaches the doc- 
trine of soul sleep after death and anni- 
hilation of the wicked? Did you know 
that as a doctrine which is private prop- 
erty to the Seventh-Day Adventists, they 
teach that as upon the great day of 
atonement the high priest entered into 
the inner sanctuary to complete and to 
add to the daily sacrifices for sin offered 
in the other part of the temple, so Christ 
began His work of completing His 
atonement for sin in the inner sanctuary 
of heaven in 1844 and thereby cleansed 
the sanctuary from sin; that in 1844 He 
began His investigative judgment, that 
He examined all His people and showed 
the Father those who through repentance 
of sin and faith in Christ are entitled to

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Burning a $7,600 Mortgage

It has been stated by someone that 
success is five per cent inspiration and 
ninety-five per cent perspiration. We do 
not know of any accurate way to analyze 
success but it is like the old lady’s defi- 
nition of her religion, she didn’t know 
what it was, how she got it, or how to 
prove it by the Bible but the very fact 
that she had it seemed to her to be suf- 
ficient proof. So it is with success, when 
we have it we know we have had it. 

Approximately three years ago the 
Church of God in North Cleveland, Ten- 
nessee, had no place for church except 
the old Auditorium where Assemblies in 
past years had been held. This building 
was getting in bad repair and was just 
a little better than no place for services. 
The new pastor, D. B. Yow, became very 
enthusiastic regarding a new church. 
Over and over again he would say, “We 
are going to build a new church.” He 
preached it, prayed it, and sang akout it 
until people began to believe. Quite soon 
an inspiration was created that caused 
others to talk the same thing. Before 
his year was out a committee had been 
appointed, plans executed, and one of the 


most beautiful buildings in the country 
erected on the old site where the first 
Church of God in Cleveland was located. 

Besides the cash raised to begin with, 
which was possibly $2,500 or more, a 
mortgage of $7,600 was executed on the 
property for money to complete the 
building. This, through the months to 
follow, was reduced to approximately 
$6,000. May 25 of this year the pastor 
set as a date to raise this amount and 
in cash and pledges accomplished his 
purpose, According to the law of average 
perhaps not more than 75 per cent of 
the pledges would have been collected, 
but when September 14 came all except 
$239.00 had been paid into the treasury. 
This money was secured and the mort- 
gage paid off and on Rev. D. B. Yow’s 
last Sunday at the church the mortgage 
was burned. In this service Brother and 
Sister Yow were called to stand, one on 
either side of the pulpit, and the trio 
sang, “Give Me The Roses While I 
Live.” The church presented to them two 
large bouquets of beautiful roses and 
by a standing vote placed its blessings 
and benediction upon his work as he left.

danced and the dumb shouted, the blind 
saw and the deaf heard. 

A plot to slay the apostles was on its 
way in this persecution but God used an 
old Pharisee again to thwart Sadducean 
plans. Gamaliel, a Pharisee, a doctor of 
the law and one of high reputation, gave 
sensible advice—that the work be 
permitted to survive or perish, thrive or 
die of its own accord and on its own 
merits. Aren’t you glad it didn’t die? 
Far from it, Christianity is more alive 
than ever. 


After a severe beating and another 
warning not to speak in the NAME of 
Jesus, the apostles were released, but they 
couldn’t keep still. FAITH was strong- 
er than doctrine and “they ceased not to 
teach and preach Jesus Christ.” Acts 5: 
42. And Sadducees could be glad that 
they ceased not, for finally many of the 
sect were blessed through the gospel they 
first rejected. Notice this verse and let 
it thrill your soul, “And the word of 
God increased; and the number of the 
disciples multiplied in Jerusalem greatly; 
and a GREAT COMPANY of the 
PRIESTS were obedient to the FAITH.” 
Acts 6:7. 


Sadduceeism, in Jerusalem at least, was 
as good as dead with so many of its 
priests happy in the FAITH and rejoic- 
ing over the glorious NAME of Jesus. 


Though the sect was responsible for the 
first and second persecutions, we find 
the Jerusalem members so changed by 
the time of the third persecution, that 
they were not numbered with the agita- 
tors. The enemies this time were the Lib- 
ertines, Cyrenians, Alexandrians and 
others. 

What the remaining Sadducees of the 
council saw when the persecution was 
under way was just another bombard- 
ment of their doctrine. There Stephen 
stood, a man “full of FAITH and pow- 
er.” “And all that sat in the council, 
looking stedfastly on him, saw his face 
as it had been the face of an angel.” 
Acts 6:15. There in the tragic hour of 
trial God flashed on the countenance of 
His servant the resemblance of an angel, 
and the enemies whether they believed 
in angels or not, had to admit that the 
reflection of one was before them. 


Just before they marred that sweet 
angel-face, Stephen gave final witness of 
a resurrection, for he declared, ‘Behold, 
I see the heavens opened, and the Son of 
man standing on the right hand of God.” 
How touching! The first Christian mar- 
tyr’s blood was about to be spilled and 
though Christ at other times was spoken 
of as “sitting” at the right hand of God, 
He reverently arose when the trial of 
church martyrs began. 

Sadducean doctrine w as _ wrong. 
Stephen’s testimony was right; and that 
gives rise to a glorious hope within that 
some day soon we shall look upon the 
face of the LIVING Christ. And though 
I am sure that some of us will be so 
overcome with joy that we shall fall 
limp at His feet, weeping, we shall best 
express our feelings by whispering the 
confession of Thomas: “My Lord and 
my God!”
